Socialism was not intended to favor 
idlers, and while there is excuse lor these 
employing caustic, Vindictive or ridiculing 
language concerning it, there is none for 
workers to employ such in a discussion 
Of beat nn-thods among themselves. Jt 
part of a school of boys have been drag- 
ging, not only their own sleds, but those 
of i he others, back up the hill, but finally 
resolve to desist, the boys accustomed to 
Dtlng waited on may have occasion lor 
tbll 8, but not the one or two who DffAat 
to continue being lackey. ThtM may con- 
tinue at their pleasure, but have no oc- 
casion to abuse those who uuit.

Personally, 1 see no objection to taking 
Of paying rent for either houses or ma- 
chinery, provided boih partial can have a 
hand m the bargin. ruder the present 
regime the capitalist sets the price both 
on the machinery he has to rent, and tin; 
labor he has to hire, and the laborer can 
aee. pt or sit down and Starve. Lower r«ni 
on machinery, and higher srages will result 
in more homes for the laborer, and cons. 

quently lower rant for those so fortunate 

<or unfortunate) as to own more houses, 
lama, horses or tools than they can them- 
selves use. Consequently those who have 
a superlluity of these articles may have to 
take a hand at healthful work themselves 

to eke out aipaniaa 

It seems quite possible that Socialism, 
with capitalistic officers, might prove 
almost as great a failure for the majority 

as the present eapitaliatic system. This is 
where the great change is to be — in the 
kind of ollicers. When we elect idlers 10 
ollice, we have no right to even expecr 
boneat government, of the idle class, from 
which our ofllcials have been chosen, not 
one per cent is honest, for if honesty means 
anything at all, it means honestly paying 
one's way through the world. Of the 
working class, lrom which Socialist officials 
will be chosen, at least N per cent are

table. This la the direct oppoelte of our 

present system, which can hardly be com- 
pared to any human family in existence, 
hut may be compared to the method of eat- 
ing among a ONM ot common domestic 
animals. 

Human nature does not change with a 

Whirlwind, nor with a sudden changing 
from an old political party to a new one. 
Bttt l ather Time Will attend to human na- 
ture. Look back lit iv yean, and see chat- 
tel slavery defended In nearly every pulpit 

m the land. Human ideals change, and 

with them, political parties change. 

Bvery man under Socialism, will be al- 
ii sred as much land as he and his family 
can cultivate, at least as long as there Is 
land enough to go round. And on this land 
he will build as good a house and other im- 
provements as he desires, or his cash al- 
lows. No party and no laws can entirely 
do aWgy With competition, but they can do 
away with the necessity Of Chopping be- 
tween competition and starvation. 

To claim that all will be alike In worldly 

goods, off that all will hare to work, is 

nonsense. Hut, OOntrary from present con- 
ditions, lie- man who works longest or 
Puniest, or to the beat advantage, or at the 
most disagreeable or dangerous Jobs, will 
nave the moat for his labor. Hut men will 
not be likely tO work themselves into a 
premature grave, under the horrible 
Specter of a pauperised old age, an oc- 
cur, nee very common at present 

Certain unfortunate olaasee, such as doc- 
tors, preachers, lawyers, taachera and gov- 
ernment ofllcials will have to continue to 
work for wages or f. . s, after the main 
have been put on a co operative 



basis. But some of these classes, time will 
eliminate any need of. The teacher seems 
destined, of these, to continue absolutely 
0( ( . ssary, for our children will always be 
In need of education. 

In this connection may also be mentioned 
the fact that much work that is now done, 
would under Socialism be left undone. The 
underlings of the p r a ae nt who cater to 
the idle rich, from the valet and poodle 
washer, to the writer or preacher who 
racks his brain for excuses for competi- 
tion, will gradually turn their efforts into 
useful channels. There is very much or 
the energy of the pn sent, whose real value 
to mankind can only be represented by the 
minus sign. 

Socialism will not do away with all the 
ills of life, certainly. The havoc wrought 
by tire, cyclone, earthquake, and much else, 
must be endured as in present. Nor need 
We have any L ars that it might bring the 
race to perfection, at least in this question. 
Socialism will not work at variance to 
Nature, and as all men are not born equal, 
Socialism could not make them equal if it 
would. But it can extend to each and all 
equal rights and an equal chance, — a 
chance for each and all to cultivate the 
highest character, the highest type of citi- 
zenship that they are capable of.

This Is the attitude of ( Ordinal Gibbons towards the pub- 
lic school system of the nation and his feeling toward those 
who are not of hie particular form of faith. And who is 
Cardinal Gibbons 1 Simply the recognized head of the 
Roman Catholic hierarchy in America, an institution that 
is alone responsible for the cruelties and agonies of die 
Dark Ages, an era which he would reintroduce were he per- 
mitted to have bit ow n way.

RELIGION AND CHRISTIANITY. 

Devotees of the Christian form of worship are not 00061 

sarily religious, nor are truly religious people necessarily 

Christian believers. Religion and Christianity are not 

synonymous. There are religious people who do not believe 

in Christianity, and there an- many Chri-tian> who are 
far from being religious. 

Jt is necessary to a proper understanding of the ditier- 
ences hen- suggested that we know what is meant by the 
terms used. This is not a light or easy undertaking. Tak- 
ing dictionary definitions we an; forced to the conclusion 
that Christians have even monopolized these to such an ex- 
tent that some definitions given to controversial terms are 
not scoeptable to an enlightened intelligence. 

Beligion may be defined as s sort «>i" tie, or ligament, that 

binds society. Christianity is merely a belief in the exist- 
ence of ji god denomiated the Jehovah of the Jews, as dis- 
tinguished from the god- of other cults, and carries with il 
a belief in all the form- of mysticiam, worship, and idolatry 
that now characterize the Christian church. True religion 



does not consist in the preaching <>i' dry-rot sermons by men 
specially prepared therefor, or in dressing up in tawdry 
finery ami millinery displays for the purpose of going to 

hear them. Neither can religion be regarded as morality, 
or even a moral sentiment, a- il is commonly understood, 

for some of tli' 1 most religious are the moat immoral, and 
\ !.-«■ versa. 

Religion may mean reverence, but it does not, of a neces- 
sity, imply any sort of reverence for any sort of god. It 
d<»es mean, however, a reverence for men, a reverence for 
women, and a reverence for children, to the end thai the sub- 
stantia] rights of each may he protected, safeguarded and 

advanced t<- the full limit of opportunity. In a philosophi- 
cal sense. Atheism, which i- without a belief iu any god, 

is as much a religion as Theism which is ready to show 
a meek servility before any god. All the various systems 
of worship which pas> muster under the name of religion 
are but elaborate institutions established for the purpose of 
allegorizing myth created by ignorance. These arc not 
religions in the true sense, hut by common consent, have 
been accepted as such, perhaps for the lac!, of a more 
definite description. 

The man who can sympathise with suffering, i- a religi- 
ous man, no matter what bis belief regarding gods and 

".li'M- may be. The man who can truly worship all that 
is beautiful in childhood, in true womanhood and true 

manhood, is religious, although he may refuse to recognise 

all the creed- ever invented BJ binding Upon him. The 

man who strives to attain a universal happiness, a happi- 
ness to he shared by all, not fur himself alone, is a religious 

man, though he may live and die without thought of heaven 
or hell, places of joy and pain, in the hereafter, as inciil 

cated by the so-called religious lystems of the world. 

On the other hand, a man may he a true Christian, that 

is, he may strictly conform io» all the requirements of the 
church, he may submit to baptism by sprinkling or immer 

Bion, he may eat cracker and call il the body of Christ, he 
may contribute liberally to the church funds, sing with a 

loud voice to he beard bj those about him, wear a long face 
as indicative of exceeding great piety, read his Bible three 

times a day, or more, if he may, helieve in miracles and 

that miracles were necessary to establish a divine theocracy 

on earth, swallow the gods and savioN put before him, and 
yet, in spite of it all, he has no more religion in him than a 
shoal or a goat. 

These divergences and differences are the outcome of a 

fuller understanding of the externals of our human life, an 
understanding that has heen forced upon us by an ever 

advancing scientific inquiry and achievement True re- 
ligion cannot he defined as a mere faith in god. Tin; world 
ii rapidly arriving at that stage of thought where this dis 

tinction is being recognized. W hen we assert that Science 

will ultimately destroy religion, we mean those artificial 
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IJltemi created by man for his own humility and subjection. 
The objective being to lift humanity from ofl the existing 
foundation made of reels and bending laplings, and place 
society upon a solid and more substantia] basis. We would 
substitute reason for faith, man for god, and make our 
heaven here instead of in some fanciful hereafter. 

dust so long as a hireling priesth 1 can say to the multi- 
tude, "Do this and you go to heaven, but it' you do this hell
